| yf. (Twice Amended) A medical valve for controlling the flow of fluid between a 
first medical implement and a second medical implement, said valve comprising a body having a 
cavity in communication with a second medical implement and an opening adapted to receive a 
first medical implement, a rigid sealing element positioned within said body and movable 
between a first position in which said seal prevents fluid flow through said body and a second 
position in which fluid flow is permitted through said body, said cavity including a fluid space 
which automatically and reversibly increases in size when said first medical implement is 
connected to said valve and which contracts in size when said first medical implement is 
disconnected, said sealing element comprising a piston movablv mounted with respect to said 

body, and [The medical valve in accordance with Claim 10, further comprising] a ledge 
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
